Sub : National Teachers Day Celebration 5-9-1962 

Further instructions 
In continuation of the circular Memorandum of even 
number dated 13-8-1962 the following further instructions are 
issued in the matter . 

The collections by sale of token flags will be at the following 
ininimum rates :

Arrangements have been made with the Superintendent, 
Government Presses to print 20 lakhs of the token flags. The 
Government of India have been requested to supply 5,000 
numbers of the car flags. The Inspector General of Police will 
arrange to sell the car flags to the car owners through 
accredited volunteers and remit the collection to the credit of the 
fund of the National Foundation for Teachers Welfare , New 
Delhi, an account for which will be opened in the State Bank 
of India by the Director of Public Instruction who is the 
Treasurer - cum -Secretary of the Working Committee of the 
Foundation in Kerala State. Particulars of the accounts relat 
ing to the transaction will also be furnished to the Government 
and the Director of Public Instruction for transmission to the 
Government of India . The other token flags also will be distri 
buted for sale through authorised volunteers. Heads of 
Departments and Offices, the local bodies, voluntary institutions 
and associations are requested to intimate the Director of Public 
Instruction their requirements of the token flags. It will be 
open to the Director of Public Instruction to despatch the token 
flags to the Heads of Departments and others even without 
formal requisition . The Government of India and the State 
Government however desire that the sale and collection by sale 
shall be organised under the guidance and supervision of res 
ponsible persons, that only authorised voluntary agencies 
Official or non -official shall undertake the sale and collection 
and that there shall be no leakage in the collections. While 
the collecting Agencies, official and non -official may make use 
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of collection boxes to the extent possible, Government are aware 
that enough collection boxes are not available to go round and 
that they have ultimately to rely upon the integrity of the 
collecting agencies. The collections shall be remitted to the 
credit of the fund of the National Foundation for Teachers 
Welfare, New Delhi at the nearest branch of the State Bank of 
India . The collecting Agencies shall render accounts to the 
Director of Public Instruction for consolidation and transmis 
sion to the Government of India through the State Government. 
Organisation of cultural programme. 

It is desirable that cultural Organisations as well as college 
dramatic groups, teachers associations etc. put up special 
entertainment programmes on the 5th September or the pre 
ceding Sunday and the gate receipts realised credited to the 
National Foundation for Teachers Welfare. The Director of 
Public Instruction , the Director of Collegiate Education , the 
Director of Technical Education , the Principals of the Medical, 
Law , Agricultural, Veterinary and Ayurveda Colleges , and the 
Registrar, Kerala University are requested to take up the 
matter with the students and teachers in the institutions under 
their respective control. The Kerala University is also requested 
to enlist the Co -operation of the affiliated colleges in the matter. 
The Director of Public Relations is requested to take up with 
the cinema houses the question of conducting benefit shows 
on the 5th September 1962. The Special benefit shows will be 
exempted from the payment of Entertainment Tax . The 
Director of Panchayats and the Director of Municipalities are 
requested to bring this aspect to the notice of the local bodies 
in charge of collection of the Entertainment Tax . Orders if 
any regarding specific exemption will issue from the Develop 
ment Department. 

Debates, Symposia and Seminar shall be held to bring 
out the key role of the teacher as a builder of character of 
the rising generation . The Director of Public Instruction , the 
Director of Collegiate Education , the Director of Technical 
Education and the Registrar, Kerala University are requested 
to pursue action in the matter . 

It is desirable that the September Number of the Journals 
Magazines Publications brought out in the State shall contain 
feature articles on the role of the teacher and the nobility and 
aim of the teaching profession. The Director of Public Relations, 
the Director of Public Instruction , the Director of Collegiate 
Education and the Registrar of Kerala University are requested 
to pursue action in this behalf expeditiously . 

The Registrar of Kerala University , the Director of Public 
Instruction , the Director of Collegiate Education , the Director 
of Technical Education , the Secretary , Kerala Sports Council 
are requested to pursue action for organising sports and games 
for the Teachers Day . 
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"The Government of India have undertaken to give publicity 
through the All India Radio, Cinema slides and display adver 
tisements in the Press.

The Director of Public Relations is requested to arrange with 
the Cinema Houses for the display of the slides .

CIRCULAR MEMORANDUM 
The Government of India have, in consultation with the 
State Governments, set up a National Foundation for Teachers 
Welfare and announced the constitution of the same in the 
Gazette Extraordinary issued on 25-6-1962. The Foundation 
is to take over the funds now being administered by ad hoc 
agencies and to promote the welfare of the Teachers generally 
and to alleviate the distress of teachers and of their dependants 
in indigent circumstances. Before assistance could be extended , 
it is imperative to build up a sizable capital amount so that 
the income therefrom may be utilised for the purpose of the 
Foundation . The funds of the Foundation are to be built up 
mainly from voluntary contributions recurring or non -recurring. 

As a first step in the collection of funds it is proposed to 
observe the 5th of September 1962 the birth day of Dr. 
Radhakrishnan , the President and the Premier teacher in 
India , as the National Teachers Day throughout India when 
token flags will be sold , the proceeds of which will be credited 
to the fund of the Foundation . 

Government are fully aware that the proposed collection 
drive will be a success, only if all the Departments of the 
Government, Voluntary Educational, Social and Charitable 
institutions and organisations, the professions, and the General 
Public extend their full and harmonious Co-operation . The 
Heads of Departments and offices, the local bodies, the volun 
tary institutions and associations in the State are therefore 
requested to co -operate fully with the Director of Public 
Instruction , the Treasurer -cum - Secretary of the State Working 
Committee of the National Foundation for Teachers Welfare, 
in making the collection Drive a success in Kerala . There 
are lakhs of teachers and students on the rolls of the Educa 
tional Institutions in Kerala at present. It is the desire of 
the Government that every pupil and citizen of Kerala will 
purchase the token flag. 

The Flags shall be distributed to the Heads of Depart. 
ments and offices for sale. Instructions regarding mode of 
collection, remittance and accounting shall issue separately . 
Heads of Departments and offices shall participate in the 
collection Drive without detriment to their official work . 

The Director of Public Instruction and the Collectors are 
requested to address the Voluntary Educational and Charitable 
Associations and Philanthropists in the State and enlist their

" Any institution desiring to get the decision of the Collector 
that it is a charitable or religious institution of a public nature 
may apply to the Collector of the District concerned giving the 
details of the institution , such as the name and address of the
